sists the law -breaker by furnish­ 
ing him w ith the m oney to keep 
up h is traffic.

liquor from a b ootlegger though 
the federal courts 
convicted

man In N ew York not long ago 
for habitually conspiring .to vio­

It now is recognized here that 
with the activity of th e w et side 
of the controversy

incidents like th e killing 
of 
a 
woman in Illinois in a dry raid 
or the sinking of 
the 
Canadian 
schooner, the real fight w ill be 
w ith public opinion. 
For 
this 
reason th e adm inistration is try­ 
ing to attack the problem funda­ 
m entally by directing 
attention 
to the part the purchasers of in­ 
toxicants play in encouraging law 
violation. 
Educational W ork. 
Mr. M itchell feels 
that lately 
there has been an 
im provem ent 
in the attitude of the public and 
that they “ are 
responding 
and 
will respond to the requirem ents 
of good citizenship so em phasized 
by the president. 
It may be that the educational 
work w ill be extended so that in 
teaching citizenship th e need for 
discouraging law 
violation 
will 
be stressed. 
It may be conjectur­ 
ed what the effect would be if the 
school children were taught that 
acts of their parents 
in 
buying 
from bootleggers were really not 
w ithin the realm of 
what 
Mr. 
M itchell calls 
“ the requirem ent

made a state property tax of more

An administration

quently he insists that his prison­ 
ers go early to bed, rise at 5:30 
a. rn. and put in a full day of work 
and play every 24 hours.

The first thing Sinclair will have 
to do upon arrival will be to an­ 
sw er questions; he will be ushered 
Into the searching room, and there 


his “notations” will be taken.

will give his name aud address, his 
social relations, and some descrip­ 
tion of the charge on which he was 
committed. 
He will spend his first night In 
a four-tiered wing of rather crowd­ 
ed sleeping chambers, which serve 
as guest rooms, as well as for per­ 
manent quarters of men awaiting 
trial. Here he will have two mates, 
who probably will give him his 
choice of the lower or the upper 
bunk slung along one wall, or the 
other bunk depending from the op­ 
posite wall.

OPEN PROBE OF 
STATE UTILITIES 


Doyle Flays Commission 
and Administration 
in Charges 


Lansing, April 9—(ZF*)—A legisla­ 
tive investigation of the state pub­ 
lic 
utilities 
commission 
opened 
here today with Commissioner Sid­ 
ney E. Doyle picturing himself as 
the lone champion of the public 
interests. 
Pitted against him, he 
claimed, were the four other com­ 
missioners and even the state a d ­ 
ministration. 
He charged slipshod 
methods were employed. 
Doyle asserted he was ostracized 
by the other members of Hie com­ 
mission. 
He 
charged 
important 
orders, affecting millions of dollars 
in securities, were bundled with­ 
out his consent. 
He was deprived 
of part of his term as chairman 
and was intereferred with in his 
activities on the commission, he 
said. 
Doyle 
declared 
that 
Governor 
Green tried to impose “His execu­ 
tive influence upon me in connec­ 
tion with the Detroit Uuited Rail­ 
way reorganization." 
“Tile debt I owed to Governor 
Green has been paid and more," 
Doyle continued. 
“His debt to me 
has never been paid. 
During b's 
campaign I abandoned my law prac­ 
tice, sometimes going to Ionia to 
supervise the distribution of my 
literature. 
I earnestly supported 
him.” 
Barred From Meetings. 
Throughout his recital of alleged 
faults of the commission, members 
of 
the 
legislature 
investigating 
committee bombarded Doyle with 
questions as to why he did not pro­ 
test. 
The invariable answer was: “ I 
could not formally protest in a com 
mission meeting because I was ex 
eluded. 
I could not crash the gain. 
The other 
commissioners 
would 
not confer with me. 
Besides, I 
wanted harmony and I didn't want 
to harm th e administration.” 
Doyle asserted" that tho comm's- 
sion, keeping him in 
tho 
dark, 
rushed through approval of $20,000,- 
OOO of securities for the Detroit & 
Canada Tunnel company, without 
having had time even to invest! 
gate. 
H e charged Ills colleagues 
with balking an effort he made to 
bring about settlement between the 
state and the Michigan Bell Tele­ 
phone company, lu pending lltigu 
Hon.

The great problem of 
the student today is not to defend 
himself against wild animals, but 
actually to see them; not to make 
peace with primitive tribes but to 
find them

their ancient customs. 
“Economic interests 
have ad­ 
vanced so swiftly upon this last 
stronghold of big mammals 
and 
savage peoples that old 
Africa 
has for the most part passed into 
history. 
The modern high power 
rifle, the widespread and keen in ­ 
terest of both men and women to 
go to Africa to hunt big game, the' 
fact that both w hile settler and j 
native kill for meat, all these spell I 
the rapid extermination 
o f 
the 
wild life of Africa.” 
Mrs. Akeley has 
a first-hand 
knowledge of conditions in Afri­ 
ca. 
Known before her marriage 
as Mary L. Jobe, mountain climb­ 
er and explorer In Northern Bri­ 
tish Columbia, she 
accompanied 
her husband on his last expedi­ 
tion to Africa, was with him at 
the tim e of his death in the high 
volcanoes of the 
Klyu, 
Belgian 
Congo, and continued as leader of 
the expedition during five months 
in the field. 
Realization of the passing of 
primitive conditions in Africa, she 
said, gave lier husband two m o­ 
tives in life— first,'to 
create 
a 
great African Hall in the Ameri­ 
can Museum of Natural History, 
which would contain approximate­ 
ly forty habitat groups of African 
mammals, and, second, 
to 
con­ 
serve wild life In sizeable areas 
throughout Africa through the es­ 
tablishment of a series of national 
pErks* 
Sought Six Groups. 
The museum groups 
Frere 
to 
give exact duplications o f the wild 
animals in their native oondJtion, 
even 
to 
background 
of 
trees 
shrubs and flowers. In 
January 
of 1926 the expedition left, with 
Mr. Akeley hoping to 
secure 
six 
groups In one Tear. 
As It devel­ 
oped, he was able to 
get 
eight, 
and lay the foundation for 9 new 
gorilla group, as well as survey 
the great national 
park 
which 
King 
Albert 
of 
Belgium 
had 
agreed to establish. 
A s an example 
of 
present-day 
conditions In Africa, she quoted 
the following from a letter her 
husband wrote on his final expe­ 
dition: 
“There is only a pitiful 
rem­ 
nant of the great buffalo herds of 
the past, and of the other game 
almost nothing. 
This Is a condi­ 
tion we have found everywhere 


established in every “ game pock­ 
et’’ in Africa, to preserve animal 
life for future generations as our 
own Yellowstone Park preserves 
the old animal life of the Amer­ 
ican far west. 
“ We certainly hope,” she says, 
"that there is a majority of right­ 
minded, 
far-seeing. 
influential 
and unsanguinary men and w om ­ 
en in the world who are willing 
to work effectively for the cause 
of conservation; who 
prefer 
to 
shoot with a camera rather than 
with a rifle; wrho will enjoy trav­ 
eling about in a 
peaceful, 
un­ 
touched natural sanctuary where 
wild life is unafraid, rather than 
being photographed astride of a, 
dead rhino or an elephant; who 
would regret and who will work 
to prevent having Africa’s won­ 
derland transformed entirely into 
tilled fields and towns and arter- 
ties of incessant travel.”

erty here for unpaid taxes. 
Through the atttoraeys, R.vall & 
Frost, Hie brewing company has 
started action to mako void the 
taxes assessed on the property in 
1924 and 192H and also tho special 
assessment for the paving of Lake 
►;hore drive which passed through 
their 
land. 
Cancellation 
of the 
taxes, which now amount to about 
$2500. is sought on 
tho 
grounds 
that there are several errors in the 
description of the property. 
Taxes on the property have not 
been paid since 1918, 
when 
the 
brewery suspended operations due 
to the enactment of the prohibition 
law. 
Up to 1924, the auditor gen­ 
eral’s office has returned the taxes 
as void because of indefinite de­ 
scription, but no such action was 
taken in 1924 and 1928. 
The 
Escanaba 
Brewing 
com­ 
pany’s holdings consist of 14 acres 
of land situated between Twelfth 
avenue south and Third avenue 
south on both sides of Lake Shore 
drive.

Poultry Expert to Discuss 
Care of Baby 
Chicks 


F our important things must he 
considered 
by 
tho 
poultryman 
who contemplates at this time tho 
acquisition of baby chicks, accord­ 
ing to L. R. Arnold, U. I', poultry 
specialist, who addressed farmers 
at Stonington ami Rock yesterday. 
These points aret breed and vari­ 
ety of fowls, whether the future 
flock shall consist of pullets only, 
or a mixed flock of pullets 
and 


old birds; time to start brooding; 
and source of stock. 
Mr. Arnold will hold the last of 
tho series of six meetings planned 
for this county today. 
He will 
appear at the community building 
at Rapid River at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon and at the city hall in 
Escanaba at 8 o'clock tonight. 
Leghorn Good Producer. 
"The white 
leghorn 
fowl 
is 
quite generally conceded to be the 
ideal fowl for heavy * : g produc­ 
tion,’’ 
Mr. Arnold told the poul- 
trymen. 
“ More care has ln^n giv­ 
en to the breeding of this fowl 
than any other breed or variety. 
Tile 
disadvantage 
in 
keeping 
this fowl lies in tho poor demand 
for it as a table fowl. Often, the 
old chicks must be sacrificed for 
a very small amount of money. 
“ It is an early maturing fowl 
and will come 
into 
production 
several weeks 
sooner 
than the 
heavier breeds, 
in addition to 


tills it lays at a faster rate, and 
is very seldom broody. Tile hea­ 
vier fowls bring in more for meat 
and do lay a considerable number 
of eggs. 
For the farmer who is 
apt to 
neglect 
the 
flock, 
one 
would advise the purchase of h ea­ 
vier and hardier birds. The Leg­ 
horn cannot stand neglect so well. 
“ Records show- that th e pullet 
flock will give higher production. 
The sale of the old fowls in the 
summer and fall will take care of 
the cost of raising the young fowl, 
therefore it is advisable to carry 
over no old fowls unless breeding 
work is to be done. 


Late Hatching Unprofitable. 
“The late hatched chirk is u n ­ 
profitable. 
To make a good pro­ 
fit tho flock should be in pro­ 
duction in November at the latest. 
Eggs are rather high 
priced 
at 
this time and a good profit can 
be made above feed 
cost. 
Old 
fowls itre in molt at 
tills 
time 


and quite unprofitable. 
Lighter 
breeds require from five to five 
and one half months to m a tu r e, 
therefore tile chicks should be in 
tho brooder house by May I. 
In 
the case of heavier 
fowls, 
the 
chicks should arrive by April I. 
“ Great efforts have been made 
to breed high 
producing 
stock. 
That such fowls have been pro­ 
duced is well shown by such re­ 
cords 
as 
have 
been 
obtained. 
Many individual fowls have pro­ 
duced 300 (aes and over during 
the first laying years. 
We have 
flocks which give an average pro­ 
duction of 200 or more eggs per 
fowl. 
This is the result of good 
breeding. 
In order to continue 
with such results, cond breeding 
must be maintained. Some hatch­ 
eries are very careful in this res­ 
pect. others not so. 
It is of u t­ 
most importance that tho fa rm er 
order chicks from a good respon 
sible hatchery.”
